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BAKING POWDER 
INVENTOR DIES 


Dr. Vincent C. Price, One 
of the Housewife’s Best 
Friends, Passes Away. 


MOTHER. 


Dr. Vincent C. Price, the man who in- 
vented baking powder and whose name 
was famous among American house- 
wives, is dead. 

The doctor, 2 years old and reputed 
to be a millionaire several times over, 
died at the residence of his daughter, Mrs. 
J. F. Hollingworth, 457 Fullerton park- 
way. Funeral services will be held at 
noon today and the body will be buried at 
Waukegan, where Dr. Price had lived 
for more thana half century. 

It was more than sixty years ago that 
Dr. Price mixed the world's first cream of 
tartar baking powder. The doctor's 
mother had a reputation asa biscuit mak- 
er. But her biscuits were not for herself 
She could not digest them. 


Watches His Mother. 

Price, then a student in a school of 
pharmacy, sat watching his mother one 
day as she kneaded biscuit dough. Then 
the great idea came to him. 

He returned to his laboratory and be- 
gun a series of experiments, which ended 
with the discovery that the argols, left 
in the vats as the precipitation of the 
grapes in wine manufacture, when re- 
fined not only did away with the injuri- 
ous effects of hot biscuit, but also greatly 
facilitated the work of making them. 

Soon after a new household help ap- 
peared on the market—Price’s baking 
powder. While his baking powder was 
making him wealthy Dr. Price made other 
food discoveries. It was he who intro- 
duced cornstarch for culinary purposes; 
fruit and herb fiavoring extracts; vege- 
table colorings—and even breakfast 
foods of the red blood variety. 


Backdoor Campaign Wins. 

Price did not create a market for his 
baking powder, enormous as the sales be- 
came in a few years, without great effort 
and many discouragements. His little 
Chicago plant turned out only a few 
pounds a day, but he had difficulty in dis- 
posing even of that. Personal appeals to 
grocers and finally a personal, house to 
house, back door canvassing campaign at 
last built up a demand. Advertising did 
the rest. 

Ur. Price was born in Troy, N. Y., but 
he regarded Waukegan as his home. 

The doctor is survived by four children: 
R. C. Price, president of the Price Baking 
Powder company; Mrs. V. 8. Price, Mrs. 
A. C. Fisher, and Mrs. Hollingworth.

DENIED SECOND DECREE 


Judge Petit Refuses to Give 
Her Release, Though She 
Was Rewed Within 
Year,

bids a divorced person to wed within a 
year of the decree, is to have a real test 
by the Supreme court.

We ask only what the state law al- 
ready declares,“ begged the counsel for 
Mrs. Cunningham—* F marriage is 
not binding because it was contracted be- 
fore the necessary year of waiting. 


Want Supreme Court Ruling. 

Let her be contented with what the 
state allows her then,“ replied Judge 
Petit. I will send this case up to the 
Supreme court. It would be bad proce- 
dure to annul the marriage. One breaks 
the marriage law and acknowledges it 
and then comes back smiling and wishes 
release for breaking that law. 

This is a flat footed case for the Su- 
preme court. It will be no hardship for 
her to wait. There are no property in- 
terests nor children involved. For the 
sake of prebminence in law this would 
be a good example. The Supreme court 
inadvertently makes laws, Thirty years 
ago women were allowed to vote for uni- 
versity trustees; now there is woman suf- 
frage because the right that was given 
women 8 long ago could not be taken 
away from them. 

“Ill Gonsidered decisions mislead 
courts. This divorce proceeding is a clean 
cut case in which there are no side issues 
and should be carried to the Supreme 
court as a test for future constructions of 
the law by lower courts.”’

The war between Judge William Fen- 
more Cooper of the Superior court and 
Maclay Hoyne, state’s attorney, has 
brought forth contempt proceedings. 

Judge Cooper yesterday entered an 
order on State’s Attorney Hoyne to show 
cause why he should not be punished for 
contempt of court because of utterances 
attributed to him in a speech before the 
Bond Men's club May 28 on the subject of 
The Relation of the State’s Attorney to 
the Public and the Press.” 

The order was entered after the filing 
ok an information by Northup in which 
he charges Hoyno in his speech made 
allegation that the judge acted in bad 
faith and in a plot to injure the state's 
attorney politically. 

A part of the information consists of 
newspaper clippings of May 29 contain- 
ing a report of the Hoyne address in 
question and a file of correspondence be- 
tween the judge and the state's attorney 
relative to a phrase in the newspaper 
article quoting Hoyne as saying “ Judge 
Cooper is a crook.’’ In this correspond - 
ence Hoyne denied using the word 
” crook.” 


Reporters Give Affidavits,

fidavits, one by Millard C. Lawrence, a 
reporter for the City News Bureau, and 
one by Ernest Hesse, Mr. Lawrence in- 
sists Mr. Hoyne did use the word 
“rook,” and Mr. Hesse’s affidavit re- 
fers to a quotation of Mr. Hoyne in ar.

Lords Pass Third Reading 
of the Amending Act 
Without a Vote. 


AUTHORITY TO KING. 


LONDON, July 14.—The house of lords 
today without a vote passed the third 
reading of the bill to amend the Irish 
home rule bill and sent it across to the 
house of commons for consideration. 

Just before its passage the Ear! of Dun- 
raven moved the insertion of a new 
clause providing that the king might, by 
an order in council, suspend the opera- 
tions of the home rule act until a com- 
mission should have reported on the con- 
stitutional relations of Ireland to the 
other parts of the United Kingdom. 

Lord Dunraven's motion was adopted 
without division, although it aroused no 
enthusiasm. 

The Marquis of Lansdowne said it was 
vague ana open to the objection of put- 
ting the whole empire into the melting 
pot on the chance of getting the govern- 
ment out of a purely domestic difficulty. 

Affairs in Ulster, he continued, brooked 
no delay, and under no circumstances 
would his side of the house accept the 
Clause as a substitute for their own 
amendments. If these were accepted and 
incorporated in the act there might be 
considerable advantage in the proposed 
inquiry, he said.

_ MONEY IN POLITICS. 

In the campaign fund publicity bill passed by 
the house of representatives to amend the existing 
law there is a provision which recognizes and at- 
tempts to correct one of the political abuses re- 
vealed in the Mulhall exposure. The amount of 
money which may be uted in any state in support 
of congressional candidates is limited to the amount 


contributed by the citizens of that state. 


This would prevent the dumping of money in a 
state in which any national organization interested 
in legislation found an important issue. If it were 
desired to punish a congressman for acts inimical 
to the erganization’s interests or to support a can- 
didate for acts beneficial, it no longer would be pos- 
sible to bury the one under money or raise, the 
other by it. 

A ¢ongressman who “tee that he may be thus 
fought or aided may be influenced, and the influ- 
ence is pernieious. The passage of the bill would 
do . to eliminate it.

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“HOLD-UP UNIONISM. * 


Discussing the character of American trade union- 
ism in a recent article in the Journal of Political 
Economy, Prof. Robert F. Hoxie of the University 
of Chicago dwells at some length upoh what has 
come to be termed “hold-up unionism.” The pro- 
fessor thus describes this species of labor organiza- 
tions: 

“This variety is usually to be found in large in- 
dustrial centers. In outward appearance it is con- 
servative; it professes a belief in harmony between 
employer and employé. It claims to respect the 
force of contract and professes regard for 
law and order. In reality it has no abiding prin- 
ciples, . . It is boss ridden and corrupt, the 
membership for the most part being content to fol- 
low blindly. thé instructions. of leaders so long as 
they ‘deliver the goods.’ On the whole its 
methods are a mixture of open bargaining coupled 
with secret bribery and violence.” 

Hold-up unionism, or boss unionism, is now in the 
public eye in Chicago. P ishing the grafters in 
the labor movement may i chten a few other scoun- 
Jrels from making bribery and blackmail a part of 
the business agent’s career. A radical cure for this 
threatening situation, however, can only be aceom- 
plished by the workers themselves waking out of 
and scrutinizing their 
lenders before they elect them, instead of following 
blindly men without any sense of honesty but with 
a faculty for playing politics, which is the case 
at present. 

As THE TRIBUNE repeatedly has urged the main 
internal problem of unionism, and the evil which 
reacts most hurtfully upon the cause of orgamzed 
labor, is the same as the problem and the evil of 
American politics, the predatory boss. Just as states 
aud cities are misrepresented through the control 
of the machinery of politics and government by 
professionals 8% are unions. Why, then, may not 
_the same process of reform which has removed the 
worst evils of practical politics and is going to better 
conditions year by year be adapted to the reform 
of union government? The plug ugly and ballot 
box stuffer onde ruled elections in many districts, 
He has gone. The polls are now safe. At this 
1 we are simplifying the machinery of party

BRYAN THE MORALIST. 
Mr. Bryan says he regards the opportunity of 
addressing his fellow Americans in the Chautauqua 
frame of mind” as one of the greatest any patriotic 
American could ask. We believe not only that Mr 
Bryan is sincere, but that the service he does wit 
his vitalized platitudes is enormous. He comes 
to men and women who do not want sophisticatios 
or brilliance or profundity, but who are eager foi 
the energized morality of this evangelist. 

Bryan is a great preacher of great usefulness. 

The Chautauqua platform is his pulpit. He is all 
the vitalized maxims of the world’s experience in 
morality. and justice. He can give his auditor a 
law of life dated from the first dawn but seem- 
ingly just come to life and meaning. Generally 
when he writes, the word is dead. He is alien to 
grace and a stranger to form, but with the per- 
sonal Bryan behind the word, it is magnetic. 
To concede this evangelical usefulness to Mr. 
Bryan is to pay a small debt to justice. We regard 
Mr. Bryan as almost a total loss as secretary of 
state, but as a great evangelist both in and out of 
politics.

THE MEDAL OF HONOR. 
Americans of average information know abont 
the Victoria Cross, the Iron Cross, the Cross of 
the Legion of Honor. These are rewards of hero- 
ism the winning of which would mark a man above 
his fellows even in this foreign land. 

But how many Americans know what a Medal 
of Honor is? 

How many Americans know that the modest 
American soldiers who wear the Medal of Honor 
wear a decoration that is among the rarest and 
mst difficult to win among military honors? 

The roll of the Legion of Honor, established by 
Napoleon in 1802, had over 50,000 names on it by 
1845, and while founded to signalize deeds of spe- 
cial daring in war, was later given freely for civil 
Nearly 40,000 German soldiers were 
decorated with the Iron Cross in the seven months 
of the Franco-Prussian war, while in the more 
than half century since the creation of our honor 
roll only 3,088 have been granted, and of these 
nearly 900 were given under a mistaken reading of 
the law. 

The holder of the Medal of Honot must have 
“distinguished himself conspicuously by gallantry 
and intrepidity, at the risk of his life, beyond the 
call of duty.” This standard, which bars out ac- 
tion, however brave, in the course of duty and in- 
cludes only acts of daring which a man might re- 
fuse or ayoid without rebuke, is said to be un- 
equaled. 

There has been introduced in congress a bill to 
give moderate pensions to the few surviving Medal 
of Honor men who are the age of 65 or older. The 
expense would be but slight, and in fact so sma!! 
as to appear almost penurious, perhaps less than 
$12,000 the first year and decreasing annually with 
the death rate of civil war veterans. The republic, 
which is none too generous, would do well to grant 
this small acknowledgment for acts which are an 
example of self-sacrifice and heroic fearlessness.

RIGHT OF RESTITUTION, 


{From the Pittsburgh Dispatch. 
The New York Court of Appeals in a recent de- 


cision upheld the right of. minority stockholders, 
when directors or executive officers have convert- 
ed the money or property of the corporation to 
their own use, to sue for restitution, This par- 
ticular judgment involved acts committed nearly 
twenty years ago, that were far beyond the period 
covered by the ordinary statutes of limitation. 

This is not asserting a new principle. It agrees 
with many decisions in New York and other states 
asserting the right of the minority stockholders, 
and, indeed, all stockholders where the corpora- 
tion itself will not act, to recover from the per- 
sons responsible for the alienation of the com- 
pany’s money. The difficulty under this law is 
probably in proving that their money or ‘property 
went to the use of the party authorizing the 
transaction. 

The New, York Commercial, referring to this 
ruling, afi that if the United States Supreme 
court should take a similar stand it would be of 
great interest to the holders of Rock Island secu- 
rities and some other corporations, 

This seems to us a hasty view. The Rock Is- 
land, as well as all other commeroial corporations, 
are state creations. The legitimacy of transac- 
tions in their securities are questions for the 
courts of the state which charter them. Whether 
they are not also matters within the jurisdiction 
of the courts of states in which they operate is 
another interesting question not 80 clear. But we 
think most of the courts, state or fedéral, are get- 
ting toward the point where they will treat with 
slight respect the claim of directors to use the 
resources of corporations for their own enrich- 
ment.

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BLOOD PRESSURE TREATMENT. 
LOT of people are headed right 
now for high blood preesure. Nine 
out of ten do not know it and do 
not care. They know not and 
Know not that they know not, as 

the Arab proverb says, When you talk 
about right living to this group a few 
heed, the majority do not. 

A lot of people now have high blood 
pressure and want to lower it. Like a 
bird in a trap, they know they are in 
and they want toescape. To say to them, 
Lou have sown, now reap,” is not satis- 
fying. There is ea difference between be- 
ing in @ trap and having your neck 
wrung. The people in the high blood pres- 
gure trap can live a long time in com- 
fort if they will live rightly. Unrightly, 
and the neck wringer comes. 

~~. 

In some efforts to lower blood pressure 
are justifiable. In angina pectoris and 
in asthma attacks due to high blood 
pressure amyl nitrate and nitroglycerin 
are given by physicians. They cause the 
blood pressure to drop instantly, but the 
effect is short ved. They are not of 
service where effect must be kept 
up. 


For the rise of blood pressure which 
precedes a stroke of apoplexy, Hall, writ- 
ing in the Clinical Journal, advises the 
use of calomel or blue mass. He also 
advises salts or some saline purgative. 
The salines have the advantage over cal- 
omel of quicker action. Calomel is the 
more efficient where there is more time. 

Where a person !s unconscious and has 
high blood pressure, Hall does the blood 
letting act of our ancestors. He drains ten 
to twenty ounces of blood.

These are all emergency measures of 
service when some temporary condition 


must de quickly established. For the 


every day of the man with high blood 
pressure, Hall has not much to offer in 
the way of medicine. If the subject ts an 
old syphilitic, even though his disc ase has 
not been active for a long time, the preas- 
ure can be somewhat lowered with iodides 
and some mercury. If the subject is a 
woman at the change of life or is an obese 
subject, a physician controlling his pa- 
tient carefully can reduce the pressure 
somewhat with small doses of thyroid. 

However, the average run of people 
with high blood pressure will have to de- 
pend on the monotonous grind of careful 
living. For them there is no royal road. 
They will want to take some medicine as 
a sort of penance, and, therefore, the 
doctor will give them sodium nitrite or 
some other pill or potion.

G. V. P. writes: “ I should appreciate it 
if you would give me some information 
with regard to the epidemic of streptococ- 
eus sore throat in 1911 and 1912. I have 
heard that out of the several hundred 
cases in this town not one got perfectly 
well. Is this true, and is a streptococcus 
infection incurable? I also understand 
that there are several kinds of this p- 
fection, the worst of all getting in the 
blood and the intestines, causing ab- 
cesses of brain and ſungs. Cana simple 
streptococeus sore chroat without auy of 
these complications after two and one- 
half years be considered cured and a per- 
gon be considered safe from further in- 
vasion of this deadly germ?“ 

REPLY. 

There have been many pidemies of septic 
eore throat reported. Among those are a few 
from Chicago and vicinity. You are incorrect- 
ly informed as to the severity of the disease. 
In every epidemic of septic sore throat a large 
proportion of the cases recover. Most cases 
of streptococcus infection of the throat re- 
cover. Some cases of streptococcus infection 
of the blood recover. ere are varieties of 
atreptococc!, some of which are much more 
virulent than others,

BABY CARE HINTS, 

Mrs. T. H. L. writes to Mrs. L. D.S.: I 
should like to give suggestions about the 
care of your baby. One is that you pur- 
chase a copy of Dr. Holt’s book on The 
Care and Feeding of Children.” I have 
three healthy littl children and that book 
has been invaluable to me in regard to 
their care. I hope you won't feed your 
bby upon condensed milk for long, for, 
while it ia fattening, it does not give much 
strength. Holt says this, and I have seen 
It exemplified in my own sisters baby.

If the quality is doubtful, it te 
not hard to pasteurize without any spe- 
Clal apparatus, If you have a suitiible 
thermometer and pasteurize the day's 
supply all at once (heating it to 155 de- 
grees on the front of the stove and then 
covering it and letting it stand on the 
back of the stove for half un hour, where 
the temperature will remain the same, 
and firally cooling it quickly) the process 
does not seem hard. Holt explains about

In a word, find the physical cause 
and remedy it.

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HAT the English Jockey club is 

to horse racing throughout the 

British empire and what the 

Royal Yacht squadron is to 

yachting throughout King 
George's extensive dominions, upon 
which the sun never sets, the old Maryle- 
bone Cricket club is to the great national 
game of cricket, a game which, accord- 
ing to Ambassador Jusserand at Wash- 
ington, one of its chief historians, hails 
originally from France. 

The president of the Marylebone club is 
practically the uncrow ned king of crick- 
et. He is chairman of the committee to 
which every cricket problem is referred 
and which exercises unwritten but prac- 
tically supreme authority over every 
game played. 

It is therefore particularly appropriate 
that Lord Hawke, who has been identi- 
fied with cricket more than any other 
peer of the realm, and who has been for 
nearly twenty years a member of the 
committee and a trustee of the club, 
should have lately accepted its presi- 
dency, in this, the centennial anniversary 
of its establishment at Lords, in the St. 
Johns Wood district of London. 

The club, however, is much older and 
really dates from 1780, acquiring its pres- 
ent name seven years later, when its 
playing grounds were in the Marylebone 
district, on the site of what is now Dorset 


equare. 
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Aa for Lord Hawke, whose immediate 
predecessors in the presidency of the 
club have been Lord Desborough, the 
Duke of Devonshire, Lord Londesbor- 
ough, the late Lord Chief Justice Alver- 
stone, and the former lord high chancel- 
lor, Parl Loreburn, he has come to Amer- 
ica almost as many times in connection 
with financial enterprises as he has with 
cricket elevens, which latter he has also 
taken to other portions of the world, no- 
tably to Australia and to South Africa, 
having covered in the neighborhood of 
250,000 miles with cricket elevens in his 
seal for the game. 

Lord Hawke makes his home at Wig- 
hill park, near Tadeaster, in Yorkshire, 
and it is full of trophies of the chase. 

At the entrance is a gigantic snow 
white bear, shot by him In Nepaul, and 
which extends a tray to receive visiting 
cards, while the walls of the grand stair- 
case are hung with the skins of five im- 
mense tigers which have fallen to his rifle 
in the more southern regions of India. 

There are likewise the pelts of a couple 
of grizzlies, shot in the Rockies. 

Other treasures include two cricket 
balls, off one of which the Yorkshire 
eleven, captained by Lord Hawke, scored 
887 runs in one inning against Warwick- 
shire with 166 runs to the credit of Lord 
Hawke. 

The other was presented to Lord 
Hawke at Ottawa for his prowess as a 
bowler in a memorable cricket match 
played there in the snow. 

Lord Hawke enjoys exceptional advan- 
tages in playing cricket from the fact 
that he is ambidextrous and can bowl 
with his left hand as well as with his 
right. 

Billiards he prefers to play with his 
left hand, and he shoots from the left in- 
stead of from the right shoulder.

The real crown of-Servia, a superb, 
jeweled affair, together with the scepter 
bestowed upon Czar Michael of Servia in 
1077 by Pope Gregory VII., is buried 
somewhere on the plain of Kossovo. 

It was buried, along with various other 
jeweled amulets, necklaces, swords, chal- 
ices, anointment urns, etc., of Roman and 
Byzantine workmanship, either just be- 
fore or immediately after the great bat- 
tle of Kossovo in 1380, in which the last 
czar of the Serbs, Lazarus by name, and 
Sultan Amurath of Turkey, both lost 
their lives, and in which the flower of the 
Serb aristocracy was wiped out of exist- 
ence. 

The regalia were buried to prevent 
their falling into the hands of the Turks, 
and so carefully buried that they have 
never been found. 

The description thereof and even con- 
temporary pictures of the regalia are still 
in existence,’and while the place of their 
concealment remains a secret, they form 
the theme of many national epics, an- 
cient ballads, and time honored legends.

Until the recent Balkan war the plain 
of Kossovo formed part and parcel of 
a Turkish villayet, or province, and the 
Servians were naturally prevented from 
making any searches for the treasure. 

However, since the villayet of Kossovo 
has now passed from Ottoman possession 
into that of the kingdom of Servia, the 
Servians have been actively engaged in 
seeking their ancient crown jewels, and 
agents of the Servian government are 
diligently delving into the old Servian 
MSS. in the libraries of the Vatican and 
of Turin, and, above all, in the National 
library of France in Paris, in the hope 
of discovering some data which will help 
the recovery of the regalia from the@lace 
where they have laid for nearly 600 
years,

The burial of crowns in the stormy days 
of the middle ages to prevent their fall- 
ing into the hands of the enemy was by 
no means uncommon. Thus, the crown of 
St. Stephen, with which Emperor Francis 
Joseph was crowned in 1867 king of Hun- 
gary, has disappeared on no less than five 
occasions, for years together, carefully 
buried deep In the ground. 

The same fate has befallen the so- 
called iron crown of Lombardy, which, 
composed of a jeweled gold band, encir- 
cling a nail that is said to have been 
used in the crucifixion of the founder of 
Christianity, is the principal feature of 
thé regalia of the kings of Italy, being the 
same crown that the first Napoleon 
placed upon his head as ruler of Italy a 
little over 100 years ago. 

In these letters, moreover, I have more 
than once related how the present Earl 
of Kintore owes his peerage, and the 
[now broken) fortunes of his house to the 
clever way in which his ancéstor, the 
first earl, concealed the regalia of Scot- 
land in the church yard of eee 
throughout the Cromwenlan 1 
until the réstorvaticn of Charles 11.

I ama farmer, aud lI protest. Before fruit 
growers organized;.much fruit was sent 
to market ungraded and often to over- 
stocked markets, and would hardly pay 
freight and expenses. By codperation, 
having all fruit brought to centers, 
graded, and distributed to markets that 
could use it at once, the raiser and con- 
sumer have both been benefited. It is 
only in perishable products like fruit and 
milk that farmers have organized. Dal 
rymen said to city dealers, we must have 
one-half what the consumer pays for 
our milk. All other farm products— 
wheat, rye, corn, oats, and vegetables— 
are sold without conditions. 

Trade unions insist upon a closed shop, 
and young men are not allowed to learn 
trades. The car barn murderers and the 
holdup men are usually young men shut 
out from useful occupations. The union- 
ists are continually striking for higher 
wages; their places would immediately 
be filled by men anxious for the wages 
already pald. Then the union educa- 
tlonal- committee gets in its work.

NEW method of preaching was in- 

troduced yesterday at the Des- 

plaines camp meeting by the Chi- 

cago resident bishop of the Meth- 

odist Episcopal church, Bishop W. 
F. McDowell of Evanston. 

Instead of taking a text of scripture and 
telling men how they ought to feel in or- 
der to be religious, he took an individual 
man and asked him how he actually did 
feel and then tried to find a way to meet 
the man’s need. 

Yesterday had been announced at the 
camp meeting as “Bishop McDowell 
cay,” anc a filled tabernacle greeted the 
bishop as he preached on the subject, “ A 
Man's Religion.” 

— 

“In order to find out what a man's re- 
ligion 18, Bishop McDowell said, “I 
asked a certain man to write out a state- 
ment as to what he thought about himself 
with reference to religion. 

Here are some of the things the man 
said about himself: ‘I do not always 
know what is right and I do not always do 
what is right. I have my own opinions 
about à lot of things and I am in darkness 
and mystery about alot more. I used to 
believe that it did not matter much what 
a man believed, but only how he lived, I 
have found out that a right belief mightily 
helps to a right life, and I have also found 
out that right life makes faith in right 
easier and surer. 

— 

A large part of my life is taken up in 
making a living for myself and family, 
and I t have a religion that takes my 
occupation into account. This also is true 
of my soc „ political, and philanthropic 
activities. 1 pray, though prayer is a mys- 
tery, because somehow prayer seems to 
bring me good. 

I read my Bible, though it does not 
all seem equally interesting or valuable, 
because it helps my daily life. If I knew 
a better book than the Bible I would use 
it. I have lost a lot of friends by death, 
and although I cannot see or prove, I hold 
feat with Jesus Christ to another life, I 
find men are generally like myself.’ 

Now,“ said Bishop McDowell, “ this 
letter about describes what kind of men 
we all are.

Several women 
were scattered throughout the ringside 
seat section.

Smith has finished his train- 
ing at Harrow and the French European 
champion today crossed the channel from 
Dieppe, acoompanied by @ big crowd of 
admirers. 

Great disappointment was expressed 
by many Parisians who failed to make 
reservations for the fight when they 
learned that only four 5 guinea seats were 
left on sale at noon today. The entire 
auditorium is sold out and the receipts 
will total more than 350,000. Smith is 
guaranteed $15,000 if he wins and $10,000: 
if he loses, while Carpentier will get 
$20,000, win, loge, or draw. 


Frenchman Thinks Smith Joke, 
The European champion, who ie the idol 
of France, is in fine fettle and declares 
his skill and science will triumph over the 
hard hitting American, He is very con- 
fident and takes Smith asa joke. 

The writer, in company with G. T. Dun- 
ning of London, and Frank Morely, for- 
merly of Philadelphia, motored to Har- 
row and witnessed Smith's final workout 
today. He punched the bag, boxed with 
Bob Armstrong, his boxing partner, threw 
the medicine ball, skipped the rope, and 
shadow boxed for an hour with no evi- 
dence of tiring, Jack Johnson, with his 
wife and party, also saw the exhibition. 
All agreed that Gunboat Smith is fit 
to fight for a king’s ransom. 


“Gunboat’”’ Sure of “K. 0.“ 

Smith has little to say, but he is sure 
he will win by a knockout. Jim Buckley, 
his manager, asks: “ Who of any im- 
portance has Oarpentier ever beat? We 
are sure winners and plenty of money 
goes to back up our belief. I have com- 
misetons from America on Smith to any 
limit. I have just received a cable from 
California which instructs me to take all 
the Carpentier money offered." 

Carpentier was the favorite several 
days ago, but now there are no French 
wagers in sight. Buckley has bet the 
Frenchmen to a standstill and he is offer- 
ing 1 to 2 that Smith will win by a knock- 
cut. The French betting contingent 18 
wary and little money has appeared on 
this basis. 

The whole of Europe is stirred up over 
the fight, fer the result means that the 
winner will be acknowledged the white 
champion of the world. British sporte- 
men are eager to have Smith win and are 
jubilant because the battle will be fought 
in London.

Men Totally Dissimilar. 

The fighters are totally dissimilar in 
style. Carpentier is a finished boxer. He 
le tantalizing and aggressive, and is par- 
ticularly expert with his left hand. He 
does not relish body punishment, as 
the Klaus and Papke defeats proved. He 
is rarely on the defensive and to force the 
contest is his natural desire 

Smith figures on jolting him as he 
comes in and to make the Frenchman 
take the count,. Gunboat is awkwardly 
clever and has @ very puzzling manner while 
on the @efensive. Although he has fought 
many long battles, he has no earmarks of the 
ring. He can punch hard with both handa, 
and never has taken the count. Smith win 
depend on his hitting to win. 

No one has the temerity to prophesy the 
result of the fight. The fight may end quickly, 
should Smith land a good left or right, but it 
the contest goes the limit Carpentier is likely 
to win on points It surely will bea rare battle 
while it lasts 


Smith Born in Philadelphia. 

In order to settle disputes and put en end 
to considerable controversy which has arisen 
recently, Smith was born en Philadelphia and 
baptized in St. Mary's Roman Catholic church, 
Elehteenth and Catherine streets His mother, 
who has been dead six years, was a Mise 
Campbell before her marriage.

Smith's wife is con- 
stantly at his side and superintends the cook- 
ing and serving of all his meals at the King’s 
Head inn.

DIRECTORS ARE LIABLE. 


Washington. D. C., July 14.—Final de- 
termination of the question of whether 
criminal indictments shall be sought by 
the department of justice against direc- 
tors of the New Haven railroad probably 
will not be reached until the conclusion 
of the negotiations for a. peaceful disso- 
lution of that system. 

The fate of these negotiations is said 
to depend largely on the action of the 
New Haven board ata meeting scheduled 
for New York Thursday. 

The department cannot reach the New 
Haven directors for any of the financial 
transactions which brought down upon 
their heads the condemnation of the in- 
terstate commerce commission. It can 
aét only through the anti-trust law, 
which has a section making it a criminal 
offense to enter into a conspiracy in ro- 
straint of trade. 

It has been well understood in admin- 
istration circles that the department is 
anxious to get the civil dissolution of 
the New Haven out of the way before it 
takes up any other phase of the case. 


Mellen Comments on Finding. 

Stockbridge, Mass., July 14.—[Special.]

SEX LEARNING AND WOMEN 


IDLENESS ALSO CAUSE. 


Doctor Ascribes Immorality of 
Female to Knowledge. 


Wisconsin Vice Commission Con- 
tinues Milwaukee Hearings. 


Milwaukee, Wis., July 14.—Considerable 
difference of opinion was expressed by a 
number of doctors testifying before the 
Wisconsin vice commission here this aft- 
ermoon in regard to the Wisconsin eugenic 
marriage law and the teaching of sex hy- 
giene in schools. 

Dr. Horace M. Brown characterized the 
eugenic law as absolutely absurd and 
expreseed himself forcibly against the 
law, which requires the examination of 
the male only. 

“There always has been and always 
will be a double standard of morality,” 
he said. 

As to the question of morality, he eaid 
the “question of chastity is merely a 
question of property in the marital 
state. 

He ascribed the immorality of the fe- 
male sex to idfeness, alcohol, and the 
knowledge of sex, and urged strongly 
against the teaching of sex hygiene in 
schools, meintaining that physicians, and 
only a few of them, were qualified to 
teach sex hygiene, and that these few 
should teach it in the home, 

Dr. John M. Beffel favored the teaching 
of sex hygiene in the upper schools. 
Asked as to what in his opinion was the 
cuese of the modern smal) family, he at- 
tributed it to the present economic and 
industrial conditions. 

The cause of the mora) downfall of girls, 
Dr. Beffel said, was directly attributable 
to physical exhaustion and worry; hence 
the larger number of fallen women in 
some lines of work than others. 

All the witnesses expressed the belief 
that the abolition of the vice district in 
Milwaukee had not appreciably affected 
the morals of the city.

CHARTER BOARD 
ASKED TO FAVOR 
CONVENTION MOVE 


George Cole Insists on 
Immediate Action for 
New Constitution. 


RESOLUTION GOES. OVER 


The permanent charter commission 
yesterday was asked to go on record as 
favoring the calling of a constitutional 
convention. George E. Cole made it clear 
that he would insist on immediate action 
on @ resolution memorializing the leg- 
islature with respect to the need for a 
new state constitution. 

“We all believe in building up a aci- 
entific, concentrated government for Chi- 
cago, but we cannot get it under the pres- 
ent constitution,“ Mr. Cole said. 


Fears Seven Year Delay. 

“ I was a member of the previous char- 
ter convention and we wandered seven 
years in the wilderness. We will wander 
seven more years in the wilderness unless 
we take steps to obtain a constitutional] 
convention.” 


As there was a small attendance at the 
meeting, Mr. Cole agreed to have the 
resolution lie over till the next session. 
He sald he would not consent, however, 
to have it referred to a subcommittee 
without a vote of the majority of the 
commission. 


Adopt Procedure Rules. 

Rules of procedure were adopted by 
the commission. They are practically 
the same as those previously recom- 
mended by the subcommittee composed 
of Ald. Capitain and Merriam and As- 
sistant Corporation Counsel Skinner. 

The rules provide for the appointment 
of eight standing committees—plan and 
procedure, public utilities, consolidation, 
revenue, and expenditures; elections, ap- 
pointments, and tenure of office; munici- 
pal legislature and its powers; municipal 
courts; executive and departmental or- 
ganization, and education and general 
welfare, The first five are to consist of 
seven members and the last three of five 
members. 


Purposes of Commission. 

The general purposes of the commis- 
sion are set forth as follows: 

“The commission shall proceed with 
the consideration and discussion of the 
general framework and fundamental 
provisions of a simple and elastic char- 
ter for the city of Chicago, granting to 
the city the largest practicable measure 
of local home rule. The commis- 
sion shall proceed to devise ways and 
means to procure the constitutional au- 
thority for a complete rehabilitation of 
the revenue laws and to permit the con- 
solidation of the several municipalities 
and taxing bodies within the confines of 
Cook county and the sanitary district of 
Chicago.” 

The ‘charter e comprises 
thirty members. Those who attended the 
meeting were Ald. Capitain, Merriam, 
Harding, Emerson, and Janovsky, 
George E. Cole, S. S. Gregory, A. D. 
Weiner, Henry Horner, State Represen- 
tative David E. Shanahan, and Miss 
Catherine Goggin.

Little progress was made yesterday 
toward a settlement of the controversy 
between the railroad managers and the 
committee representing 72,000 employés. 
The executive committee of employés 
asserted it would issue a strike ultima- 
tum to the managers this week. 

The men also claim they will not agree 
to arbitrate the matter under the super- 
vision of the United States board of me- 
diation, which is prepared to offer ite 
service to the carriers and emp!oyés 
west of Chicago to ward off the threat- 
ened strike of enginemen and firemen. 

Members of the board in Washington 
await the outcome of the labor dispute 
with much interest and are ready to start 
to Chicago at any time to adjudicate the 
dispute if possible. The officials who will 
endeavor to settle the strike, if it is 
called, are Martin A. Knapp, William L. 
Chambers, and G. W. Hanger. 


“Cannot Afford Wage Raise.” 

The managers say they are willing to 
resume negotiations with the men, but 
they offer little hope of reaching a set tle- 
ment unless the demands are greatly 
modified. 

A. W. Trenholm, chairman of the board 
of managers, said it is impossible for the 
railroads to grant the demands of the 
men. They claim the recent railroad leg- 
islation requiring new equipment and 
safety appliances made such inroads on 
their earnings that they could not in- 
crease the wage scale without going into 
the hands of receivers. 

The men point to the increase of wages 
given the employés of eastern roads and 
say the western companies could do Uke- 
wise. 


Workers Favor Strike. 

The result of the strike vote of the men 
was announced to the managers at a 
conference during the day. According to 
the report submitted by W. 8. Stone, 
president of the Brotherhood of Engi- 
neers, 90.2 per cent of the men voted for 
a strike unless the demands are granted. 

The territory affected in the contro- 
versy extends from Lake Michigan to the 
Facific coast and from the Mexican bor- 
der into Canada. More than 158,000 miles 
ef railroa@ will be tied up, according to 
the men, if the strike order is given. 

Another meeting of the executive com- 
mittee and the board of managers is 
scheduled for today.

Illinois Children’s Home and Aid 
Society Secretary Writes Ac- 
count in Lesson to Parents.“ 


THe TRIBUNE received yesterday the 
following letter from Wilfred S. Reyn- 
olds, superintendent of the Illinois Chil- 
dren's Home and Aid society: 

Dear Editor: As superintendent of 
the Illinois Children's Home and Aid so- 
ciety I wish to commend the nature of 
the publicity given through your col- 
umns this morning regarding the child 
abandoned five years ago in Evanston by 
its parents and legally adopted by a fos- 
ter family. 

Almost daily we must consider cases 
of unwelcome babies. The rights and re- 
sponsibilities of the natural parents are 
always the predominant elements of first 
consideration. The permanent separa- 
tion of a child and the parents should be 
the extreme alternative. But when it 
does come as a last resort all future con- 
sideration should be for the best inter- 
ests of the child, for the protection of the 
family making the sacrifice for the care 
of the child, and for justice to the nat- 
ural parents. 

“You have shown appreciation of all 
these things in your publicity of the case 
mentioned, The story is impressive and 
is a lesson to parents who may sin and 
are too weak to assume the responsibil- 
ity incurred by the result; in withhold- 
ing names the foster parents have been 
protected, the child saved distress and 
embarassment, and the natural parents 
assured all they, in justice might re- 
quest, namely, the knowledge that their 
child is loved and properly cared for. 

Such publicity is constructive service 
in solving the difficult situations arising 
in the consideration of cases of neglected | 
and abandoned children.”

MOSQUITO FLEET 
BEGINS TOSOLVE 
RAVINIA PROBLEM 


Clearing Away of ‘Breeding 
Quarters to Get Quick

Ravinia park occupies a forty acre tract 
twenty miles north of Chicago. The 
ridge, which in prehistoric times was & 
part of tne shore line of Lake Michigan. 
lies immediately west of the grounds. 
The slant of the ground is eastward 
toward the lake. 

Near the top of the ridge are numerous 
cuplike basins. In the spring these ba- 
sins are filled with melted snow and 
storm water. By July the water in these 
small ponds has disappeared. Some has 
evaporated and some has sunk into the 
soil. The drainage of this area is by 
means of ditches, which start near the 
top of the ridge and flow eastward to the 
lake. For the first few hundred yards 
these ditches are just ordinary drains. 
Presently they begin to assume the form 
of deep ravines. 


District Heavily Wooded. 

The soil is sandy alluvium, through 
which water percolates rapidly. The 
district is heavily wooded and the un- 
dergrowth is dense. In July the beds of 
these pools and the bottoms of the ra- 
vines are muddy, but elsewhere the 
ground is dry. The amount of marsh is 
so small as to be negligible. 

Ravinia park lies between two ravines, 
The south ravine is about 300 yards south 
and the north ravine is about the same 
distance north. To the west of the rail- 
road track on the park grounds is one 
saucer-like depression now dry, bu 


spring. 

The surface water of the park runs of 
through the sewer system. There are 
no ditches on the grounds. The under 
growth has been removed by Tus Tan- 
UNE’'S fleet from all park property except 
the small part bordering the automobile 
drive at the east end of the grounds; 
However, some ornamental shrubbery 
placed here and there around the grounds 
serves as a hiding place for mosquitoes, 


Rest in Winter Quarters. 

A few female mosquitoes get into the 
buildings on the park grounds in the late 
fall. They remain io the cracks until 
weather opens up in the spring. With 
the warm weather these dormant mem- 
bers come to active life and escape from 
their hiding places and search for food. 

Directly after gorging themselves they 
find water in which to deposit their eggs. 
There is plenty of water at thie season. 
In early April there are scores of small 
puddles and « lew larger ponds in or near 
the park grounds. 

Three weeks later the eggs have 
hatched and the young, having passed 
through the larva and pupa stages, are 
full grown mosquitoes. The males die 
after a two day He. The females live 
from thirty to sixty days. By the free 
of June the second crop of mosquitoes has 
matured. 


Ravines Breeding Places, 

By July 10 the ponds, pools, and puddles 
have dried up. On the grounds of the 
park there are but few breeding places. 
However, in the ravines north and south 
there are still a few puddles in which 
mosquitoes ere breeding. 

In the dry season of August all the 
puddles are dry and the females anxious 
to deposit their eggs can find no fit place 
except some tin can or beer bottle filled 
with water. But by July 1 the under 
brush is infested with females. Here 
they rest during the day and at night 
venture forth in search of food. 

The guests at Ravinia listen-to muse 
ip the open air and at night. Nowhere 
else on the north shore would this de pos- 
sible. The fact that open air concerts a8 
night in summer are possibie at Ravinia 
proves mosquitoes are not bad there, 


Error in Location. 

But unfortunately the landscape gar 
dener in arranging the park did not take 
mosquitoes into account. He placed the 
pavilion near the southeast corner of the 
grounds, and around it he placed a moder- 
ate display of ornamental shrubbery. 
The wilderness south of the grounds 
outside the park fence at one point comés 
to within twenty feet of the pavilion. 

Had the pavillon been located in the 
baseball fielki—the clean apace of 150 
yards northwest of the present location— 
there would have been no mosquito situa- 
tion. 
It will be possible to prevent any mos- 
quito breeding on the Ravinia grounds or 
within 200 yards of them during the re- 
mainder of the year. To this end Tas 
Trrsune is working by clearing away the 
retural barriers in the ravines, digging 
draining ditches, oiling with a mixture ot 
crude oil and petroleum all undraina die 
bodies of water.
